The old prospector had somothing on his
mind, That was evident from the manner
In whith hoe tugred ot hie ragged, grizzied
mustache, ag well as from the contraction
of hig shagey eyubrows, I had known
Charlle MaBride In the carly days of Lead-
villee—nearly twenty yoars Ago, eays @
writar fn Facty, and ho was an old pros-
pectar then, ae woll ax a mighty Nimrod.
Vagun rumor had it that Charile had been
a litle carcless as to the ownership of
horges and eattle down In the Indian Ter
ritory, but I never teferred to the subject
and he never veolunteored mny Information
on it. I wnos eatisfied with the Konowledgo
that he was the mest scrupuloualy  honest
and comeclentious man in his dealings with
mo that | had (or have) evor knowin. Ho
was punctilious on these points almost to
tho oxtent of being finlcky. He once lost a
half day'e work (of the value of $2 to him)
to return two bits that he had been over-
paid,  His felendahip reminded one of the
devation of a Newfoundland dog, It nelther
racognlzed danger, or discomfort, or hard-
shilpn, Ho ones traveled seven milos on snow-
ehoes In the tecth of a bllzzard to warn me
af the treschery of a professed Iriend, He
alinosy suceumbed too the eold and was dis-
abled for weeks, We worked, suffered and
prospored together In Leadville and then be-
camo eeparatedl,

I had lost all trace of Charlie Tor
yoearg until 1 met him on Beopnett
in Oripple Crock several months ago.  He
hal just como in from a prospecting  teip
down toward =Salldn. It regquired several
days to bring the reeltal of our  rerpeotive
wdventures down to the present.  Then, of
Girae,  we both Became femdnlscsit  and
falrly reveled In recolivetions of the “good
ol days” when we latghed at blows thal
would kunock us out In these days.  Wihen
wo eepataated, 1 extraciel a promise-from
Charfle that He would vislt me in  the
Springs, and the other day be falfilled his
promise. We had had n good dinner, with
vomething wet to wash it down, had 1it our
pipes and drawn our ehairs to the open fire,
anil were settling oumselves to a long talk,
whon 1T tbserved the eontraction of the old
praspoctor’'s beotling Lrows and Instantly
Knew there wos something unpléasant on
hie mind, 1 guessed that it referred to some-
thing in Cripple Creck nnd declded to pul
olrt a fecler.

THE CQiiPPLE CHERK CROWD.

ywell, Charlle, T began, “how do you
Ike Cripplo Creok?' The frown deepeaed
o bit, and he took a long pull at his pipe
before answering. ““There 18 no  doubt,”
he finally said, *“that the camp Is what they
call it—the groatest gold camp on earth—buy
ft's not what I've boen aecustomed to In tha
way of mining camps, There's lots of old
miners and good ones there, but they're not
in a muijority, by a long shot. It some-
times scems to me that I've wandered Into
a Kansas farmliig town, and Jook around
half expeitiig to see people cutting hay or
ploughing for o new erop, The gold's there,
all righit, bt jt seems to me that lota of the
follows who are looking for ftMcould pros-
pect a heap better with a plow than with
a plck.

yvou wouldn't hedar the yell
avor the country—nnid & dozen other coun-
trivs—of 'Ho, for the Klondike! It would

bo ‘o, for Cripple Creek!
“Rut, 1 was not thinking so much of the

development of the camp as | was of iis
moral tone. 1 had heard for the past five
or slx yeara that It wuas the most moral

and orderly camp In the history of mining.
Aud, perhnps, from the pharsia’s standpolnt,
it (8. Dut they have a different standard of
morals in Cripple Creek from that of any
camp I ever atruck., Miners, as 1 used to
know them, would gamble amd dreink till
the cows eame home. 1 Kknew a few who
would cheat at eards, but I never knew one
who would steal—till I went to Cripple
Creeck.” At this polnt Charlle banged the
table with his clenched fist, and 1 know, he
had reached the burden on hils mind, "in
Crippte Creek,” he went on, afier a piuse,
1 have been robbed of everything from
a plug of tohaceo to an overcoat, It was
petty robbery, of course, but that makes It
the more agravating., I they stole my
house (ss they did In Leadville) T wonld
laueh and let it go. But to have my pocket

pleked fn a minlng camp makes me wild
Remomber, 1 don't say the miners did i1,
for 1 know thoey didn't, As @ =ald before,

the genuine minera in Cripple arc all right,
but 1 don't understand a mintng camp where
plokpockets would be allowed to lve for
onp minute.

SPINNING A STORY.

“WAnd that Lrings me to the story T in-
tondod to =pin when I etarted out, It wias a
short time before I met you thet 1 had &
ontnpy at Ahe hoald of Togwa Guloh, up pear Bald
Mountain, Thoere woere tio shippers In the
guleh above the Loug & Derry mine In those
days, but the prospects were good and there
wore probably 2800 men working between the
Arkonsaw valloy and old Baldy., In those
davs every miper laft his cabin door open
when he went to work and v was well un-
deratood that every traveler was wolcome to
onter, cook himself a meal, or take n sl2ep
in ene of thie bunks. Hospltality among min-
eri and prospectors st that thne was an in-
stitution that was taken for granted, and
it wan an lostitutlon that T never know to
be abused until the incldent that T am golng
to tell you, One of the boys who had been
In town brought out a sewspaper which con-
tnlned an account of the operatlons of a
cabln thlef In Callfornla Guleh, which way
fust over Priuter Doy HII from our guleh.
The story was read aloud and fully disoussed
in our little camp that night. Some of the
boys—especially the old-timern—thought it
was & fake, but most of us dconcluded that the
thief wns a tenderfoot ‘tin horn' gambler
who had violuted the laws of hospitality In
soarch of & stake. At all events It was unan-
fmously declded that l;l:m old rule of ‘latch-
siring out' still went

“The next morning about 9 o'clock 1 was
pushing & load of waste out on the dump
when 1 heard @ couple of plstol ghots down
the gulech. If they had been rifle shots 1
would bave pald no attention to them, for
there wax lots of gawmo In the guleh and
hardly a day went past without some of us
bagging fresh meat. But platol ehots were
used as slgnals by the boys—elther of wels
come or of warning. My dump was up on
the side of Long & Derry Hill and 1 had
a clear view of the gulch all the way to the
Arkansaw valley, loside of a minule the
shots were answered by a dozen others and
1 vould see men running down from both
Long & Derry and Printer Boy Hills. They
soomod to be pursulng someone and I lo-
stantly thought of the story of the cablir
thief we had read about the night before, 1
ran Lo my cablo at the foot of the hill and
the bedding In all of the bunks was turned
topsy-turyy, Then 1 knew the cabin thief
was out dolng business, You koow the habit
of miners in concesling thelr valuables he-
tween the mattresnes. 1 saw that my silver
watch and pocketbook were gone and with-
out looking farther 1 ran back to the tuntel
and ealled the boys. We fired off our reval-
vyem 10 let them know down the guleh that
we had heard and understood thelr slgnal,
and started down the guleh on an Indlan

“We have

Thers werpe abont fifty miners and In the
middle of the bunch was a young fellow
with hls handa tied belind him. He was
the eabln thief and he belanged to the
genus 1 had described the nlght before
n tenderfool tin-hors gambler, He was only
about 20 years old. His fare was like Lhat
of a corpse and he wan trembling wo
violently he could hardly wallke and the boys
had to help him or he would have fallem,
Ho was not so much of a tenderfoot but
that lio knew that his erime was punlshable
by death, according to the miners’ laws
that wera still In force in the gulches and
ware tacitly recogtiized by the counrts and
the authoritiea. The boya were bringing
him to my camp for A Iynch trianl=-or an
execution without one—and as the procossion
moved along, the cablos were examined to
fnd out the extent of his depredations. He
had only broken Into thres cabline when he
win discovered. He had stolen two walches
und three pocketbooks, but only one watch
wis found on him. The others he had
thrown away when he was pursued and they
wore subsequently recovered,

*‘Hy the time we reached my camp there
werg ahout 100 minere in the crowd, They
were very qulst and as they marched alotg
It was very suggeative of a funeral proces-
slon. Noarly all of the boys had gups strap-
ped on them, for In those Jdays everyone
went armed. The crowd stoppeéd in front
of my cabln and the prisoner was told to
it down, alnce hils legs were too weak o
hold him up. *You won't need ‘em long,
anyway,” sald an old ‘"40er grimly, am he
gave the boy n pueli that sent hilm sprawl-
ing on his back. Turning to me the old
Argonaut sald: *Charlie, got us n rope, wa've
lost too much time over this coyole already.
1 saw the general sentiment was in favor
of hanging the boy without any trinl what-
ever; In fact, no one seemed to think of any
other disposition of the case. Although |
had geen several men lyached, I had never
taken any actlve part In the procoeedings
and 1 shruok from belhg o party to thils
Doy's death. 1 had m theory that lynching
witd Justified only In chse of murder. So
I Instantly declded to try and save the Boy'a
Iite, though I keew that 1 would not add
to my popilarity in doing =0, Nearly hall
of the miners presont were voung foellows,
and I saw by thelr fpees that they shrank

from taking buman fe, but they were
afrald to assert themselves in the prosence
of the Argonauts

THHE CAT O THR ROPE.

"1 told the erowd that 1 had a few worls
to gay bofore they proceeded with the exeou-

tion, and’ 1 asked whether the Boy miliaitted
hig orimes. Asx [ expocted, my worle were
met with a howl of protest snd profunity,

The leader dovlared that he never lknow tl
I was a d=—d parson and that It ho bad known
tint 1 was golng to sknlk he would never
have done me the honor of bringing the fel-
low to my eabln for execution. But I saw
I had the sympathy of the young fellows
and 1 didn't propoge to give up withoutr a
struggle. 1 asked the prisonce §f he  was
gullty or mnot, and, to my Confuslon, he
whimpered that he was. The old-timers
¢houted, and laughe) and yelled, ‘Now bring
out your rope, or we'll 1 hlm full of lead.”
Then 1 made the anly speech of my life.
1 argued that back east, wherp the boy
camy Ivom, thieving was ps common nmong
peeople of his elass ne eating and drinking,

and he hod probably been brought up to
rogard 1t more as a virtue than a  erime.
The tioy nodded assent to me while the
tears rolled down  his white facc Thoe
crowd tried to yell me down, but 1 held
my ground, and during a  Jull the boy

ahouted to me: ‘1 have a good mother at
home; for God's snke let me go back to her
and 1 swenr LI lead an honost lfe  The
moment he uttered the word “mother’ that
aottled it for me. T would have vaved his
tife or died fighting for it, 1 knew as long
as he could epeak that sacred pame, e was
not totally depraved and wus worth saving,
I saw that it had its effect on the boys,
ulsn,

v I allowed the effect to soak In before 1
eontinued with my spesch, and then I threw
my whole soul Inte it. Thoy told me after-
wird that 1 wes aotually eloguent. 1
pleailed. for the boy's lfe hurder than J
coull Have for my own, [ urged that he bhe
severely punished, but not killed. I wug-
gested that he be tled up by the thumbs,
#iven thirty Inshes on the bare back and
then ordeerd to leave the district on paln
of denth If eaught therein within  twoenty-
four hours, [ could =ee thal the plan was
favirod by the younger element, but the

barnactes still Insisted on hanging.. Then 1
made a motion that the prisoner's fate he
decided by ballot and put the motlon. 1
diclared that It was carrled, although 1

have alwaye had my doubts on that polnt,
I tore up a cheet of paper and handed each
mat a &lip with Instructions to write ‘rope’
or ‘eat” on It to slgnify haoging or lashing.
I had retained three slips In my hand and
wrote the word ‘cat’ on each—and that's
the only time T ever stuffed a ballot  box.
I passed my hat around for the ballots and
chuckel my three In last. Then three of us
oounted them, Fifty ballotn were marked
‘rope’ and Nfty-one ‘cat.” My crooked votes
had saved the hay's neok,
AT'PLYING THR CAT.

““The cat, which was made by a blg German
named Hugo Helkelfer, wos the most terrl-
ble instrument of torture 1 ever saw. Ho
took a heavy two-Inch leather strap and
doubled it. Then he punctured about a dozen
holes through It and threaded each holoe
with a leather thong, knotted on each end,
Then the strap was bound to a short hickary
stiek, and the pat was completed.  The boy,
who had watched the preparation with star-
Ing eyen, wis yanked to his feet, unbound,
and steipped to hls undershirt, which was
pulled over his head, Stout strips of leather
were bound (o hils thuombz and he was hustled
to a tree In front of Hugo's cahin, on which
waa a4 hovizoptal Hmb  about elx  Inches
higher than hie head. The strips ol leather
wore throwpe over the Nmb and the prlsoner
wid hauled up 'until bis toes just touched
the groupnd, We formed a elrele around him
and the executloner, a long-limbed son of
Kentueky, stepped forward, cat in hand, At
A slgnal from me, everyone oonpnted ‘one.'
Thoe cat struck the bare flosh with a sicken-
lng thud and the kpotted thongs mado
twelve 1ittle holes In the flesh from which
Howed a tiny etream of blood, Not a sound
cems from the hoy until the gixth blow, and
then he lot out a shrelek that was hale-lift-
Ing anid wis heard two miles away., Hut
that was the only sound he made. When
wo eut him down after the thirtieth stroke
he was unconsclous, He revived after a
while and lHmped down the guleh. At mid-
nikhl he was found uncopsclous near the
cabln of the old 4Wer, who had demunded
his 1fe. He carrled him Into hWis cabln,

to within sight of the lighis o! Leadville
Then he gave him a flask of whisky and left
him, ‘Peg-logged’ Watson was oity marshal
of Leadville at that timo, apd when 1 turned
over the boy's revolver, that was confiscated,
to Watson the next day, he cursed me for
not hanging the thief. But he did not know
all the viroumstances. While | was talking
with Watson the boy passed on the other slde
of Harrison avenue with a roll of blankets
over his shoulder and that's the last 1 ever
saw or heard of him. 1 think one lesson of
thig kind in Cripple Creek will have a salus
tary effect.,”

CALF WITH NEAD OF A SEAL

Remarkobhle Yreak Reported  from
Warm Springs, Mont,

Dne of the moet unaccountable and highly
Intorariing freaks that has ever heen sean
i this ¢ity waa brought to Anaconda, Mont.,
says the Standard of that place. It'ls a mon-
stroxity In the ealf line, but 1t Juys the two-
headed and alx-legaed calves in the shade,
The froak Is a calf with the head of a seal
and without lege. Mention was made a few
months ago In the Standard of such & ealfl
having been born down near Warm Springs.
The animal was dead, of coursp. The [reak
war Escured Dy & man In Anaconda who
takes an Interost In such things, and he
aent It away to a taxidermist, who mounted
It and sent it back. It arrived yesterday.

The freak Is about two and ope-hall feot
In length. The tear part of its body 18 that
of a normal calf, being covered with a coat
of white and red spotted halr. The tall Is
lgo perfect. Where the neck of a young
calf usually begins the red and white hair
on this freak beginsg to glve way to a halp
of brown color. From the shoulders the
neck and head of the =eal begins. The neck
Is long and has the graceful contour of the
water animals. The head (s that of a nor-
mal young seal pup. Even the tusks of the
seal are scen In embryo,  The tusks are
coversd by a coat of reddigh skin, but they
ore perfectly visible for all that,

One pecullar Teature of this altogether
peculiae monstrosity s that It |8 entirely
devold of legs, Whete the legs of an

ordigary calf begin there are, on thia froak,
stumpe, the botloms of which are pesfectly
stpoth and flat. These stumps are covereil
with the white and red hair, The freak as
mounted has its head ralzed Into the ale, In
tho manner of aeals whoen in the water, and
tho rear portlon les fat. 1L |s altogether a
very eirious sight.

The freak ought to prove an Inleresiing
study to aniatomists and persons who are
learned In sueh matters, The Kuowlodge of
the olroumstances by whiell such o phe-
nomenon could be brought forth weuld be
of more than general Intorest. The theory
gonerally accepted by men who have scen it
is that the cow from which the call' came, a
short time prior to (ts birth. caneht =ight of
a seal, and the gight had such an effoct ujmn

her mind that It was ¢ommuricated to her
oMepring.  'This theory I8 In a way sub-
stantiated hy the fact that a short time

prior to ‘the finding of the freak, a circus
passed through Deer Lodge valley which
numbered among s menageriec  proporties

With thils understanding thelr ra-
tiong were withdrawn a few years ago and
thelr land was glven to them in scvemalty,
They wore expocted to become tillers of the
soll anl bonanpa wheat farmers Ilke their

They hoeld
the balance of politleal power In Dengon
county, the greate portion of the reseryva-
tlon belng located within the boundaries of
that countyv. An attempt was made to securo
a ruling which would prevent them from
oxorelging the privilege of citizenship, but
the courts dexided In favor of the lodiaus.
Belng eltizens, they come into possession of
other inallenable rvights, such, for Iustance,
a8 the privilegs of belng supported by the
county when uniable to supoort

Heport of the Live Stock Commission
on Brands and Stock Inspection,
HELENA, Mont., Feb, 21.—(Speclal.)—The

annuel reports of the Board of Stook Com-

missioners and the recordey of marks and

brands of the state of Montann for 1507
Gave just been published. The beard hos
tendered Lta twellth apnual report to the

goveruor, wlilech embodles o synopsis of the
work of the board durlng the year, with
the report as an appendix, showlng the
brandys recorded for last vear. The opera-
tions of the foree of Inspectors have besn
successful, showing that duriog the year
clghty-mme arresis for violation of the stock
laws wera effected, and of this nuwmber forty-
two cases resulted In conviction and ten are
pending. The capture of the B2lle Fourche
bank robbers was alio effected through the
luspectors,

During the past year a total of 1450 head
of stock weroe killed an the ralltoads of the
state, as raported by the lnspectors,

During the season of 18%7 the Inspoctors’
reports show a total of 192,182 head of cat-
tlo muarketsd from Moantapa, and, estimating
bhome consumption at the usual fikure of
0,000 head, the total output for the year
was 252,162, The avemge price Was some-
what abovo that of previows years, and, ths
board belleves, $87 |8 an accuraty eatimate,
1t will therefore be observed that the total
revenyo from the cattle industry was teatly
$0.5600,000,

In reference (o strays the report says:
“The luspectors at all the Inspection pointa
recovered 19,104 head of stray cattle from
Montana &hlpments, of a4 value of $760,000,
Of this numbey 6,185 were pald for to own-
ors through the Montane Stock Growers' as-
soclation the total net proceeds of the same
aggrogating $225,372.49. This sum haw bern
disbursed to the respective owners reslding
In every state In the unlon—to people who
aro monresidents, but who own ouitle inter-
ests In Moptana."

Tho board says thls ax to bhouaties: "'The
bounty law sppears to be working effectively,
and renge peports indlcate that there Is a
very conslderabile decrease In the pumber of
wolves over what I was prior to the epaot-
went of this law, Owlag to the offorts
that bave been made to defraud the stute
under this law, the offcers should be eox-
tramely vigllont, In order to prevent the
Issusnco of bounty certificates on enimals
killed outalde the state borders.'
